Aug. 4.—‘‘The only 
conditions on which the 
Union 
ot 
South Africa would he willing to re­ 
linquish the German South African 
territory recently captured, would be 
upon the payment of a large indem 
nity,” -aid P. J. Von Schreuder, who 
has been sent to this country by the 
Boer government to study American 
agricultural methods. “I do not give 
this is my opinion,” 
he 
said. 
“It 
seems to he the overwhelming senti 
ment 
both 
among 
Boer political 
leaders and the mass of the people. 
“The Union of South Africa s a c ­ 
rificed a great deal in making this 
campaign against the Germans and 
they deserve a great deal of credit 
when you consider that they did not 
regard themselves as necessarily in 
valved in the war and also beoau-e 
they received no help from England 
in way of inen or ammunition. 
We 
did get a loan of $35,000,000 from 
England but without this it 
would 
have been impossible for us to makt 
the campaign. 
In fact tin* loan wa- 
niade, not so much at our request, 
hut at the behest of the British gov 
eminent which wished as to drive 
the Germans out of South Africa 
At that, the money was not a gift 
and will he repaid without a moment 
of hesitation unless the British gov­ 
ernment should voluntary offer to 
en noel the loan. 
“ In consideration of these facts ii 
can hardly be 
expected 
that 
the 
Union of South Africa would look 
with any degree of favor on 
the 
prospect of having to return to Ger­ 
many her hard earned conquest un­ 
less there is given 
her 
in 
return 
enough money to make up for the 
economic los-. 
“ I have heard some talk that per 
haps the British government might 
lie willing to grant the Boers a l,ir 
ger measure of home rule if 
they 
gave up the conquered territory but 
that is impossible. We have a s groa 
a measure of home rule now as i 
possible if we are -till to remain a 
colony 
of 
England. 
Any 
t art lier 
concession on England’s part 
am 
we would logically become a free 
and independent state. 
“And that brings me to remark on 
the danger to England which wouh 
result in the event that she endeav­ 
ored to force conditions upon the 
Union of South Africa at the con 
elusion of the war which we did not 
favor. 
During the recent rebellion 
led by Gen. De Wet there were many 
citizens, some of them a power in

Dr. Gei>el urged the teachers to 
use every precaution to keep con­ 
tagious diseases out of the school 
rooms. 
She told a story of finding 
a child suffering from measles in a 
school room. 
The teacher, she said, 
did not know the child had the dis­ 
ease and as a result out of sixty-six 
children iii the room fourteen died 
and eight were maimed for life. 
Dr. 
Geisel pointed out that measles is a 
germ disease and the old idea of 
parents thinking that their children 
just had to have the measles Iris 
long since been exploded, “The new 
idea is,” said Dr. Geisel, “not to let 
them have the disease.” 
The parents were 
urged to 
co­ 
operate with the teacher- in keeping 
contagion out of the school rooms. 
The teachers were told that along 
with helping the children keep their 
teeth clean they should he taught to 
keep their finger nails clean. 
“The 
idea that the nails are poisonous,” 
said Dr. Geisel, “is false.

exception of Russia, the yields of 
sugar beets per acre in the United 
States is lower than in any other 
beet producing country. 
The aver­ 
age in America is 10.17 tons, and in 
Germany, 14.84. The cost of labor in 
this country and other factors of a 
similar nature 
unquestionably 
ac­ 
count for some of this difference but 
on the other hand, it is no uncom­ 
mon thing to find the widest range 
in the yield of crops grown under 
conditions that appear to be almost 
identical. 
One farmer, for example, 
may take 20 ton.- of beets per acre 
to the factory, while his neighbor 
can only haul 7 or 8. 
A 
recent 
investigation 
by 
the 
United States Department of Agri­ 
culture resulted in the conclusion 
that the differences were frequently 
due to unspected deficiencies 
in the 
stand. 
It was found that without 
counting them it was impossible to 
estimate without any degree of ac­ 
curacy 
the number 
of plants per 
acre and that in consequence, this 
number was frequently much -mailer 
than tile farmer had believed or in­ 
tended.

and though it was next to impossible 
to those who had never heard Helen 
Keller before to get the sense of her 
thought because of the inability to 
understand so many w o rd s, her ap­ 
pearance demonstrated the wonder­ 
ful 
achievement 
of a 
dominant 
will power and a brilliant mind. 
The first s o u n d s she made were 
deep and guttural. 
Gradually lier 
voice 'beeaine more pliant and -he 
sp o k e with more ease. 
The 
words 
“darkness,” 
“ love,” 
“justice,” 
“stars,” and some of the conjunc­ 
tions and pronouns were easily dis­ 
tinguishable. 
It 
was 
as 
if some 
mystic oracle spoke. 
I hat a perron 
who lost the power of speech and in 
addition does not have any concep­ 
tion what tho count of the spoken 
word is like should he able to talk 
almost surpassed human comprehen­ 
sion, and that one fact alone made 
the appearance of Helen Keller Hie 
most marvelous person ever seen— 
perhaps that ever will be 
seen 
or 
heard— at tile Rush county chautau­ 
qua. 
More wonderful even— if that be 
possible— than her sot talk, was the 
rapidity and ease with which Mrs. 
Macy transmitted questions asked 
in the audience to Helen Keller. The 
blind girl placed the thumb of her 
left hand on Mrs. Mary's larynx, the 
index finger on her lips and the mid­ 
dle tinglier on her nose. 
Mrs. Macy 
then repeated the question asked in 
an ordinary tone of voice and with­ 
out exception Helen Keller 
answer­ 
ed immediately, being able to under­ 
stand by the movement of the lip-. 
One of the things that appealed to 
many as tieing almost supernatural 
was the way Helen Kellei repeated 
the word intuitive, which was used 
in a question put to her, three times 
before she seemed to grasp just what 
was meant. 
She did not hear how 
she pronounced the word intuitive, 
yet she repeated it three tunes, just 
as one who hears their own word- 


well and does not feel that a certain 
word ha- lien pronounced correctly 
The way 
Helen 
Keller - . face 
beamed with intelligence when -he 
gra-ped the meaning of a question 
and the eagerness with which she 
an-wered revealed 
only 
in 
-mall 
measure the almost superhuman ef­ 
fort that she has made to overcome 
her m i-iortune. 
Tin* most pleasant 
thing about her appearance was the 
delight and joy one felt at watching 
her marvelou-ly expressive features 
work arid seeing 
lier 
countenance 
suddenly reveal what were her in- 
nermo-t thoughts. 
She was asked if -he 
felt 
the 
pre-(»nee of the audience and she re­ 
plied without hesitation that she did, 
and in the same instant moved her 
hands across in front of her to show 
that -he knew 
many 
people 
were 
around her from the vibrations 
in 
the air. 
Many wondered if she felt 
the applause as she lett the stage 
because -he bowed repeatedly with 
each outburst. 
She was asked 
when 
she 
first 
realized there was a future life re­ 
plied that it was when a very dear 
friend of her- died. 
She referred to 
her friend as “Ile.” 
The question 
was 
put: 
“ Was 
your knowledge of the Supreme Be­ 
ing intuitive or did someone impart 
it to you.” 
She answered 
that it 
was partly intuitive and partly im­ 
parted. 
She said she had always 
felt that there was a God but that 
-lie had forgotten His name. 
A questioner asked her what her 
favorite passage of scripture was. 
She replied 
with 
more 
eagerness 
that she displayed at 
any 
other 
question that it 
was the 
Twenty- 
third Psalm. Mrs. Macy then asked 
her to repeat the Psalm and she did. 
The climax of the wonderful per­ 
formance came when she repeated 
the Psalm. Tile 
ardor 
impetuosity, 
fervency and even passion of her 
whole being was most 
expressively 
transmitted to many who watched 
her by her very manner, even though 
-lie could not impart 
her 
feelings 
by her spoken words. The very top­ 
most point of human 
pathos 
w a s 
reached when her body bent forward 
in all the fervor of her strong per­ 
sonally, she spoke the word- of the 
Psalm; 
“My cup runneth over.” 
Many read the lesson from 
those 


words.

girl in her condition 
could repeat with such apparent de­ 
light and express so much satisfac­ 
tion with her plight by those words, 
what has the ordinary individual to

Wi 
did get a loan of $35,000,000 from

We knew that^the war 
must be a terrible one and a long 
one.

We perceived that 
he German Government had dishon- 
ored the faith of Germany and at- 
ack the country it had promised to 
defend in pursuance of a deliberate 
iolicy, which, if successful, involved 
he ruin alike of' Belgium and of 
iVance and of 'the British Empire. 


The German Government proposes 


o itself to establish peace in the 
world by the dominant power of 
Germany. 
The German army and 


navy is to act as the world's police 
and to -enforce on other nations a 
rule of conduct prescribed for them 
>y the. German Government. - Any 
nation, great or small, which stands 
n the way of the success of this 
ipliey is to be ground into the dust. 


We are fighting, therefore, 
not

.Improper Thinning "Said to be One 


Cause by Department «f Agri- 


cuUure-Mare Care Urged 


(Xj'fBltad PrtM.) 


Washington, Aug. , 4.—With the 


exception of Russia, the yields of 
sugar beets per acre^in the United 
States is lower than in any other 
beet producing country. The aver- 
age in America is 10.17 tons, and in 
Germany, 14.84. The cost of labor jn 
this country and other factors of a 
similar nature unquestionably ac- 
count .for some of this .difference but" 
on the other hand, it is no uncom- 
mon thing to find the widest range 
in the yield of crops grown, under 
conditions that appear to be almost 
identical. 
One farmer, for example, 


may take 20 tons of beets per acre 
to the ' factory, while Ms neighbor 
can only haul 7 or 8. 


A recent investigation 
by the 


"United States Department of Agri- 
culture resulted in the conclusion 
that, the differences were .frequently 
due to unspected deficiences in the 
stand.. It was found that without 
counting them it was impossible to 
estimate .without .any degree of .ac- 
curacy the number of plants per 
acre and -that in consequence, this 
number was frequently much smaller 
than the farmer had believed or in- 
tended. The loss may occur before 
thinning, during the process of thin- 
ning and blocking, and during culti- 
ation between thinning and harvest- 
ing. For loss in the 
germination 


stand the causes may be found in 
poor preparation of the seed, im- 
perfect operation of seed drills, late 
frosts, damping off, or such, pests 
as cutworms or wire worms. 
, 


Improper "thinning is, however, v tha 


greatest single source of loss. In' 
this^country the work is usually done 
without efficient 
supervision "and 


there is no incentive to the labor- 
ers to be careful and accurate. The 
usual result is that-the space left 
between the plants is greater than: 
the farmer intended it-to be . After; 
the plants attain a moderate growth 
this faet:is not preceptible to the or- 
dinary observer. It is revealed, how- 
ever, in a yield which is on the 
average 25 pre cent less than it 
would have been had the thinning 
been properly done. A somewhat 
smaller loss frequently occurs a lit- 
tle later when some,plants are de- 
stroyed 'by carelessness in the use 
of the cultivator.
